ELFIsH breed propaganda,’ was

REEDERS of dairy cattle have 
improved their herds by two 
methods, the selection of the 

best animals to be used for breeding 
purposes, and the culling of the in- 
ferior animals produced by such 
matings. Where many progeny re- 
sult from each mating, such as in 
swine and poultry, severe culling can 
be practiced and only a few superior 
individuals are required as breeding 
animals to maintain the size of the 
flock or herd. In the case of dairy 
cattle, the reproduction rate is slow 
and a large percentage of the heifers 
raised are required for replacement 
to maintain the size of the herd. As a 
result, improvement in the average 
ability of dairy cattle to produce milk 
and butter fat has been very slow. 

One of the most important contri- 
butions of genetic research to the 
improvement of dairy cattle has been 
the emphasis placed upon the use of 
proved sires during the past few 
years. By the continued use of dairy 
sires which have already proved their 
ability to sire daughters who have the 
ability to produce more than average 
amounts of milk and butter fat, we 
have one of the best methods of im- 
provement. No doubt, as this prac- 
tice becomes more widely used much 
good will come from it. 


Breeders of Guernsey cattle will be . 


interested in learning of research 
work now in progress at the Missouri 
Experiment Station and elsewhere, 
that holds great promise of contribut- 
ing to the improvement of dairy cat- 
tle. Undoubtedly, as you breed dairy 
cattle, you have wondered time and 
time again why some daughters of a 
bull will be capable of large milk and 
butter fat production and why others,

under similar conditions of feeding 
and management, produce very little. 
They may look alike and be of about 
the same size, yet in some cases they 
simply do not have the ability to 
transform large amounts of feed into 
milk. 

In some of the earliest research 
work done at this Station, the late 
Professor C. H. Eckles and O. E. 
Reed, now chief of the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry at Washington, made 
a study of this problem. Two half- 
sisters in the Station herd attracted 
their attention. One cow produced 
3189 pounds of milk and 114 pounds 
butter fat in a year, while the other 
cow produced 7174 pounds of milk 
and 377 pounds of butter fat. Several 
possible reasons for the difference in 
production were suggested. 1. There 
might be a difference in the mainte- 
nance ration of the two cows. 2. 
There might be differences in the 
coefficient of digestion of food by the 
two animals. 3. The production of 
body fat by the inferior producer 
from a portion of the ration given 
above maintenance. 4. Difference in 
the amount of food consumed and 
used in excess of the ration of main- 
tenance. 

In this study it was found that the 
difference in the two cows was not 
to be found in the differences in the 
maintenance ration or in the coefh- 
cient of digestion. The superior dairy 
cow was simply one with a large 
capacity for using food above the 
Maintenance requirement and one 
that uses this available food 
milk production. 


for 


Many studies have since been con- 
ducted to try to determine why cows 
differed in their productive ability. 


Secretion 


It is said that they have inherited 
differences, but the inheritance which 
an animal receives has a physiologi- 
cal basis of expression. The “‘some- 
thing’’ which she inherits has been 
sought. 

During the past few years there 
has been a great deal of study devoted 
to the activity of the glands of inter- 
nal secretion. These glands secrete 
hormones or chemical substances into 
the blood stream and thus are carried 
to various parts of the body where 
they act upon organs and glands 
stimulating some to growth and in 
others to secrete. 

The application of this work to the 
field of milk secretion is believed to 
furnish the explanation of the physi- 
ological differences between cattle 
of low and high milk production. 
The pituitary, a little gland located 
at the base of the brain about the size 
of the tip of a finger, is a master regu- 
lator of the endocrine glands. It has 
been found to secrete a number of 
hormones or chemical substances 
which have the ability to stimulate 
the activity of other glands. These 
hormones pass into the blood stream 
and are transferred to all parts of the 
body. 

One hormone of the pituitary acts 
upon the udder of the heifer during 
pregnancy and stimulates the growth 
of the inner structure which later 
manufactures milk. Another pitui- 
tary hormone stimulates the cells 
which have been developed during 
pregnancy to begin to secrete milk. 
This hormone is being secreted all 
during the lactation period. If for 
any reason the amount of hormone 
produced declines, then the yield of 
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Mixter Faithful 101637 and her twentieth Birthday Cake, with

twenty years—or make the Ad-

To have 
produced 12601.9 pounds of milk and 
744.4 pounds of butter fat, placing 
her seventh in class FF; to have won 
the Gold Medal Award at the Sesqui- 
Centennial Exposition in Philadel- 
phia in 1926; to have been ranked by 
the Guernsey breeders of the United 
States fifth in a list of ten of the great- 
est cows known to Guernsey history 
(incidentally the only one of the ten 
now living); and to have produced 
sixteen living calves, is a record that 
to our knowledge has never been 
equalled. 

John Clark had planned on going 
to Emmadine Farm on Saturday, De- 
cember 17—the anniversary of Faith- 
ful’s birth—but illness in the family 
prevented. Mr. Penney, though just 
recovering from the effects of a seri- 
ous cold, was there to pay tribute to 
the cow which he and ‘‘Jimmy”’ 
Dodge bought in the Mixter Farm 
Sale in 1925 for $12,700. That wasa 
great sale! It was also a great day 
for Emmadine Farm, for the cattle 
that were bought (totalling approxi- 
mately $100,000) represented the 
cream of that famous Mixter herd for 
which John Clark was responsible. 

Mixter Faithful 101637 was spring- 
ing the day of the sale. That night 
she dropped a sturdy bull calf which 
was later named May Royal’s Majesty 
117245 and whose breeding incalcu- 
lably enriched the blood at Emma- 
dine. ‘“‘Majesty’’ was later sold to 
Colonel T. L. Huston and has done 
yeoman service in the Butler Island 
Plantation herd. He has seven Ad- 
vanced Register daughters averaging

seven Advanced Register sons. 

Foremost Masterpiece 159266, an- 
other son of Mixter Faithful 101637, 
that died at the age of six years, has 
thirty Advanced Register daughters 
averaging 10357.2 pounds of milk and 
537.8 pounds of butter fat. He has 
four Advanced Register sons. 

Foremost Nobly Born 182562, a full 
brother to ‘‘Masterpiece,’’ has eight- 
een Advanced Register daughters av- 
eraging 12081.7 pounds of milk and 
618.4 pounds of butter fat. 

Foremost Majestic 260092, Faith- 
ful’s last bull calf, now leased to 
Henry W. Leeds, Locust Grove 
Dairies, is being bred to a number of 
Mr. Leeds’ best cows and _ heif- 
ers. Foremost Majestic 260092 was 
sired by Foremost Pre-eminent 221531, 
he by Royal Supreme 137088 and out 
of La Noce’s Beda of Island Farm 


101480 (a daughter of Beda’s May 
King 11893), making ‘‘Pre-eminent’’ 
and ‘‘Majestic’’ among the most in- 
tensely ‘Imp. King of the May”’ bred 
bulls in service anywhere. 

It is not only on the male side that 
Mixter Faithful 101637 has made her 
great contribution. Too often, in 
our opinion, breeders acclaim that 
the bull is ‘half the herd.’’ Un- 
doubtedly, the sire has a great influ- 
ence upon his progeny, but years of 
experience have impressed the writer 
with the fact that the female, too, 
has a tremendous influence. No 
breeding establishment has invested 
more money or used more care in as- 
sembling the foundation cows of the 
herd than did Mr. Penney at Emma- 
dine Farm. The results of the last 
few years have demonstrated the 
wisdom of this procedure.

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ooD nutrition is easily attain- 
able in our country. All that 
we need is a wider knowledge 
of the way to plan the daily diet, and 
an appreciation of the importance of 
good food in relation to health. The 
importance of taking every day a diet 
which is complete for the promotion 
of health has become increasingly ap- 
parent to the medical profession as 
the rapid advances in nutritional re- 
search have revealed how sensitive is 
the body to an unbalanced diet. We 
now have available many new facts 
which make this clear. 

The factors which I will mention 
are the most important from the prac- 
tical standpoint in the maintenance of 
health through proper eating. Al- 
though the terms I use may sound 
technical, it is, in fact, not necessary 
that one understand the scientific 
language of the experts in nutritional 
investigation in order to be able to 
plan the diet properly. All that one 
needs to know is that a diet consist- 
ing too largely of white bread and 
other refined cereals, excessive sugar 
and sweet foods generally, together 
with potatoes and lean meats, will 
not be adequate for the maintenance 


of health and that a proper amount of . 


each of the protective foods, when 
included in the daily menus, will sup- 
ply everything that is needed for the 
promotion of health. 

About twenty years ago I distin- 
guished as Protective Foods certain 
foods which are of unique value in 
that they make good the deficiencies 
of whatever else we are likely to eat. 
The most important of the Protective 
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Foods are milk, eggs, fruit and green 
leafy vegetables. In a lesser degree 
meats should be given the distinc- 
tion of being included under this 
term, but they are not quite so good, 
although very valuable foods. 

In terms of dietary factors, the daily 
food must provide: 

The proper amount of proteins. 
These are the principal building ma- 
terials of the muscles and organs. 
Proteins differ greatly in their food 
value. The best are those of milk, 
eggs, kidney, fish and lean 
meats. Cereal proteins are not so good 
and bean and pea proteins are the 
poorest. Those of tubers and root 
vegetables are not so good as those 
of leafy vegetables such as spinach, 
cabbage, lettuce, etc. Chronic defi- 
ciency of protein may make one look 
old at thirty. 

We have no serious problem as 
respects the energy-providing foods. 
Starches, sugars, fats, as well as 
proteins, readily serve as sources of 
calories. 


liver, 


There are very important practical 
problems in respect to certain mineral 
elements in nutrition. Of these, defi- 
ciency of calcium, iodine and iron are 
most commonly seen. Most of our 
common foods are deficient in cal- 
cium, and it is well-known that grow- 
ing children, pregnant and nursing 
mothers, frequently do not get suffi- 
cient of this element. Defective bone 
development and teeth of poor struc- 
ture may result from this deficiency. 

Milk is our best source of calcium. 
The leafy vegetables come next in im- 
portance. All other foods are deficient 
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in this substance. Hence, we recom- 
mend a more liberal use of these 
foods. 

Iron deficiency causes anemia or 
pale blood. Too great dependence on 
refined cereals, white bread, sugar and 
fats, not infrequently causes anemia. 
Failure to utilize iron is seen, how- 
ever, in several diseases, so anemia is 
not solely the result of shortage of 
iron. But many do not eat enough of 
the iron-rich foods and would have 
redder blood and would feel better 
if they did so. Eggs, whole cereals 
and whole grain bread, leafy and 
root vegetables are our best sources 
of iron. 

Goiter is ‘still widespread in parts 
of the United States, but it is rapidly 
decreasing for the reason that many 
millions of people now use iodized 
salt, thus making good the shortage 
of iodine in foods and water. 

Since knowledge of the vitamins is 
relatively new they are attracting a 
great deal of attention, and justly so. 
There is much ill health caused by 
lack of sufficient vitamins. 

Tests on many children have re- 
vealed deficiency of vitamin A. This 
vitamin may be derived from any 
yellow or green vegetables, whereas 
white foods such as flour, starch, 
sugar, potatoes, etc., are lacking in 
it. Meats contain little, but fish, milk, 
egg yolks, liver, kidney, sweetbreads, 
salmon and sardines are good sources 
and should be eaten more freely. 

Deficiency of vitamin A impairs the 
health of the eyes, and of the lining 
membranes of the mouth and res-

REQUENT changes in the rules 

and requirements governing Ad- 

vanced Register and Herd Im- 
provement testing have had a tend- 
ency to confuse these regulations in 
the minds of breeders. Addition of 
new classifications, from time to 
time, has also contributed to con- 
siderable misunderstanding. 

In the following questions and 
answers, an attempt has been made 
to simplify and clarify the Advanced 
Register and Herd Improvement rules. 
It is hoped that a presentation of the 
rules, in this form, will result in a 
more general and correct interpreta- 
tion of the requirements of official 
testing for production. 


The Advanced Register Rules in 
Questions and Answers 


Q. What is the Advanced Register? 

A. A system of registry to encourage the breed- 
ing and rearing of Guernsey cattle of merit 
in production. 


Eligibility of Bulls 


Q. How many record daughters are required to 
qualify a registered Guernsey sire for entry 
in the Advanced Register? 

. Five Advanced Register daughters, or any 
combination of Advanced Register and 
Herd Improvement daughters totaling five. 

Q. May a certificate be obtained for an Ad- 
vanced Register sire? 

A. Yes, for $2.50.

Q. How are Advanced Register records desig- 
nated ?

By letters, as follows, based on the age of

follows: the record must be made in one 

lactation, must begin within 30 days of 
calving, counting the day following calving 
as the first day, must not be milked more 
than twice daily, and must carry a calf at 
least 175 days during the record. The calf 
must be alive at birth and must be regis- 

tered, unless a birth report is filed within 30 

days of birth. 

In computing days in calf, the day of 
service is not counted. 

If a cow started on Triple Letter test fails 

to meet the calving requirement may her 

record be extended so that she will meet the 
calving requirement or be entered in Single 

Letter Class? 

. It is often possible to advance the starting 
date of a Triple Letter record so that the 
cow will have the required number of days 
in calf during her record, but it is not per- 
missible to advance the starting date to 
such an extent that the starting date will 
be more than 30 days after calving, counting 
the day following calving as the first day. 
If the service date is so late that extension 
means that the record is disqualified for 
entry in Triple Letter Class, the record may 
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still be continued so that the cow may 
qualify for entry in yearly division. 


Advanced Register Herd Test 


Is Advanced Register herd testing different 
from testing in Single, Double or Triple 
Letter Classes? 

No, except that under the Advanced Reg- 
ister herd test plan all registered cows in a 
herd except those already having Advanced 
Register or Herd Improvement records

How is the per cent of butter fat deter- 
mined?

. The supervisor may divide the test cows into 


two or more groups as may be necessary, 
and test each group for a regular test period. 
The owner shall not select the animals to be 
tested in any string of test cows. 

What is meant by the official percentage of 
butter fat for any month? 


. The average of all tests conducted for that 


month. 
What happens if a test is taken before a 
record begins or after a record is finished? 


. It is disregarded. 


How are tests applied when a cow calves 
during her record? 


. The preceding test is applied to the month 


of calving up to the date of calving and the 
first test after calving is applied to the re- 
mainder of the month. 

What test is applied when no test is taken 
after calving before the completion of a 
record? 


. The first test in the record is applied to the 


remainder of the month of calving. 

An abortion is considered the same as a nor- 
mal calving. 

How is the average of two or more tests 
obtained? 

By dividing the total fat produced during 
the several tests by the total milk produced 
during the same period. 

What is the high test rule? 


. In case of high per cent of fat the following 


rule is applied. Find the total yield of fat 
and milk for the preceding and following 
months’ tests, then divide the total fat by 
the total milk to get the average of these 
tests. One-third of this average added to 
If the 
per cent of fat is above the results so ob- 
tained, it is disregarded and the average of 
the preceding and following months’ tests 
is used. If the first test during a record 
comes within the high test rule, based on an 
average of the second and third tests, it is 
disregarded and an average of the second 
and third tests, plus one-third of this aver- 
age, is used.

What is the low test rule? 


. In case of low per cent of fat the following

If, at any time, an owner is dissatisfied with 
the technical work of a supervisor, he 
should, at once, report the facts to the 
Supervisory Institution and to Tae Ameri- 
can Guernsey CattLe Crus and request a 
retest. Tae American GuerNsey CaTTLe 
Crus will then communicate with the Super- 
visory Institution to ascertain whether the 
official in charge of Advanced Register 
testing in the state concerned will recom- 
mend that the test be disregarded. The 
decision of the Supervisory Institution 
shall be final.

From Danville drove to Indiana 
and saw a few of H. C.’s other farms 
and cattle and much more important, 
Kenneth at Cayuga, Indiana, with a 
splendid foundation of Foxdeancattle, 
mostly Valor’s Truce’s daughters, 
and most important, Kenneth has a 
splendid ten-week-old son, the best 
top we all raise. 

From Horneman’s went to Ridgly- 
dale, Decatur, Illinois. Mr. Ridgly 
was indisposed, but Frank Funk did a 
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splendid job of showing the cattle, 
and later we had a most pleasant chat 
with Mr. and Mrs. Ridgly at their 
home. 

I was greatly impressed with the 
get of Green Meadow Alert 198651, 
and the daughters of Maple Lane 
Challenger 222706 in milk indicate 
he will be a worthy successor. Selec- 
ted Ridglydale Pandora Alert 412588, 
dropped August 17, 1933, and bred 
July 8, 1938. 

Spent the night in Matoon in 
the U. S. Grant Hotel, which was 
crowded, owing to the activity in the 
new oil fields in Southern Illinois.

Ed Gannon and Floyd Greenburg 
accompanied us. The cattle looked 
grand. I never saw Douglaston 
King’s Olga 423891 look better. The 
heifer calf out of Rex’s Viola 346623 
by Coronation Rose King 238549 
is a dream. All the young things 
are growing well and show real 
dairy quality. They are keeping 
them until three months old on nurse 
cows, about four calves to the cow, 
so they get about ten pounds of milk.

Provision was made for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to help in the 
selecting of Guernseys for the Dairy 
Industry Exhibit which will open on 
Treasure Island in February, 1939. 
There was a great deal of discussion 
on the state sale which will as usual 

be held around April. 
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It was suggested that a larger pro- 
portion of young females and heifer 
calves be consigned to the 1939 sale. 
This decision is a direct result of the 
many requests from individuals, 4-H 
Club and Future Farmers of America 
members who are especially inter- 
ested in young stock. 

Activities planned for the arrival 
of Guernsey breeders at the National 
Dairy Show next year were also dis- 
cussed. Due to the increased activi- 
ties of the California Guernsey Cattle 
Club this year, the secretary reported 
nearly 100 per cent increase in paid 
memberships, the total membership 
at the present date being forty. 
This is in great part due to the inter- 
est shown in the printing of a Cali- 
fornia Guernsey directory which the 
state Club is sponsoring, and also to 
the series of judging schools held 
early in November. 

On November 17, Conference dairy- 
men were entertained at a luncheon 
in the Administration Building on 
Treasure Island given by the Guild 
of Gopatis. At this meeting Virgil

moving pictures of California Guern- 
sey activities. 


San Joaquin County High 
Producers 


SSISTANT County AGENT W. C. 
FLemInG, in charge of dairy 
extension work in San Joa- 

quin County, California, has recently 
issued his annual report for the San 
Joaquin County Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association. As usual, Guern- 
seys have taken a high position in 
the study of production in seventy- 
two herds consisting of 5,869 cows. 
Five of the eleven high herds are 
Guernseys. 

Furthermore, thirteen of the seven- 
teen high cows were Guernseys, the 
first six of them being owned by 
George W. Emde, Lodi. Seven of 
the eight high heifers freshening as 
junior two-year-olds were Guernseys, 
as were the two highest lifetime 
producers. Of the latter, the first 
was Escalon Nancy 2d 167317, owned 
by George W. Emde, making 5283 
pounds of butter fat in ten years. 
The second, a pure bred, owned by 
A. Faretti, Lodi, made 4631 pounds 
of butter fat in eight years. 

The greatest increase in production 
for which the Knox Seed Company 
trophy was awarded was the Guern- 
sey herd owned by H. H. Grimes of 
Tracy, which made an increase of 
62.6 pounds of butter fat per cow. 
The Sperry Flour Company trophy 
for the highest producing heifer was 
won by a pure bred, owned by A. 
Faretti, that produced 627.5 pounds 
of butter fat. The Turner Hardware 
Trophy for the highest producing 
cow went to George W. Emde on the 
record of Escalon Hulda 351182 
consisting of 855.1 pounds of fat.

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“Bonnie Lu” and Her Seven 
Daughters 


T IsN’T always the good pure bred 
sire which deserves major credit 
in building up a dairy herd. 

Sometimes it’s a cow—one good, 
high-producing animal which has 
several heifer calves. That, for ex- 
ample, has been the experience of 
Art Granzow of Hubbard, Iowa. 

Mr. Granzow bought a pure bred 
Guernsey cow from the Mayo Guern- 
sey Farm at Rochester, Minnesota. 
On October 29, 1927, she produced a 
heifer calf, Blue Bell’s Bonnie Lu 
294966, the real ‘‘foundation animal”’ 
from Granzow’s herd. From the 
time she was two years old until she 
died a year ago, “Bonnie Lu’’ had 
eight calves. The first was a bull 
all the rest were heifers. 

Because “‘ Bonnie Lu’’ had so many 
heifers, and they were all good ones, 
Mr. Granzow was able to make 
practically his entire herd a ‘‘family 
affair.’" In addition to Bonnie Lu’s 
seven daughters, he has ten of her 
granddaughters and several great 
granddaughters. 

No production records were kept 
on ‘‘Bonnie during her first 
three lactations, but in her fourth, 
fifth, sixth and seventh lactations 
she milked on the average of 327 
days and produced 9040 pounds of 
milk and 435 pounds of butter fat. 
From these figures it is fair to esti- 
mate her lifetime production of 
70,000 pounds of milk and 3,000 
pounds of butter fat. 

Since early in 1933, the Granzow 
herd has been on test continuously, 
and complete records are available on 
all of Bonnie’s daughters. Joan of 
Pleasant Valley 334015, the oldest, 
has milked through six lactations in 
4s many years and has averaged 353 
pounds of butter fat. Unfortunately, 
“Joan’’ Jost one quarter of her udder 


Lu’’ 
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and her production was cut consid- 
erably. Peaches of Pleasant Valley 
398370 has to date completed four 
lactations and her average is 475 
pounds. Norma of Pleasant Valley 
432918, the third daughter, has 
freshened three times and has pro- 
duced on the average 376 pounds of 
butter fat. ‘“‘Joan,’’ ‘‘Peaches,’’ and 
“Norma” full sisters. Their 
sire was Loretta’s Lew of Big Elm 
147517. 

The four youngest daughters of 
Blue Bell's Bonnie Lu 294966 were all 
sired by Destiny of Broad Ripple 
199294, a meritoriously proved sire, 
still at the head of the Granzow 
herd. Of this group of daughters, 
two have completed records and 
have demonstrated producing ability 
equal to or better than their older 
half-sisters. Mirt of Pleasant Valley 
506720 produced 447 pounds of butter 
fat her first year on test and 433 the 
second.

The actual average production per 
lactation of ‘Bonnie Lu’’ and her 
daughters has been 7725 pounds of 
milk and 402 pounds of butter fat. 
Twenty-one lactations averaging 305 
days in length have been completed. 

The total production of Blue Bell’s 
Bonnie Lu 294966 and her family to 
date is close to 200,000 pounds of 
milk and over 9,000 pounds of butter 
fat, and what is more important, in a 
short period of ten years Mr. Gran- 
zow has been able to build up a good 
Guernsey herd from just one cow.

milk will also decline. It has been 
found that the pituitaries of beef 
cattle contain less of this hormone 
than the pituitaries of dairy cattle. 
Similarly, the pituitaries of high 
producing dairy cattle would be ex- 
pected to secrete more of this hor- 
mone than those of low producing 
cows. 

Recently, it has been shown that 
many cows do not have available in 
their system amounts of this hor- 
mone sufficient for maximum milk 
production, for by injecting addi- 
tional amounts some cows will in- 
crease in milk production as much as 
fifty per cent. This is interpreted as 
meaning that these animals have not 
inherited a pituitary which is capa- 
ble of secreting optimum amounts of 
the hormone stimulating milk se- 
cretion. 

This injection of this hormone into 
cows to determine how they will re- 
spond may be a method of determin- 
ing the inheritance of the cow for the 
production of this hormone. 

Another hormone of the pituitary 
is called the thyroid stimulator be- 
Cause it acts upon the thyroid gland 
and increases the secretion of thyrox- 
ine. That the amount of thyroxine 
which is secreted by dairy cattle in- 
fluences the yield of milk produced, 
has been demonstrated during the 
past few years. When the thyroids of 
milking cows were removed, milk 
production was decreased by about 
thirty per cent. When thyroxine 
was injected into cows during the 
declining period of lactation, the 
yield of milk has been increased in 
some cows as much as ten to thirty 
per cent. Here again is evidence of 
the lack of optimum secretion by the 
thyroid gland and possibly the pitui- 
tary gland. 

These two examples of the influ- 
ence of the secretions of the pituitary 
and the thyroid upon milk secretion 

indicate how important they are in 
governing the milk yield of cows. 
Another gland which you are prob- 
ably not familiar with, called the 
adrenal, has been shown by recent 
work at this Station to secrete a hor- 
mone which seems to be absolutely 
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essential for milk secretion, because 
when this gland is removed or ceases 
to function, milk secretion soon 
ceases. It has not yet been shown 
whether milk secretion will be in- 
creased by the injection of this hor- 
mone, that is, if the gland secretes 
less than the amounts required for 

optimum milk production. It is in- 

teresting to note that the secretion of 

this gland is also regulated by a hor- 

mone from the pituitary. 

The various constituents of milk 

are formed from constituents in the 

blood which flow to the udder. The 

amount of milk which a cow is capa- 

ble of forming is dependent upon the 

amount of these constituents in the 

blood which can be taken up by the 

udder. One of the most important 

constituents of the blood, called glu- 

cose or blood sugar, is transformed by 

the udder into milk sugar or lactose. 

Every time the blood passes through 

the udder of cows in heavy milk flow 

from twenty to thirty per cent of the 
blood sugar is removed. Unless a 
great deal of sugar is constantly 
flowing into the blood, the amount 
of sugar soon becomes low and then 
could not be taken out. It is im- 
portant, therefore, that much blood 

sugar be available for high produc- 
ing cows. Here again the pituitary 
comes into action. Just how the 
hormone works is not entirely clear 
but it has been proved that the 
amount of blood sugar is regulated in 
part by a pituitary hormone. This 
has been shown in two ways. 1. By 
removing the pituitary, the blood 
sugar is reduced to about one-half the 
former level; and, 2. by injecting the 
pituitary hormone, blood sugar can 
be increased to more than double the 
normal level. 

In a similar way, the pituitary has 
been shown to influence the fat, pro- 
tein and mineral matter of the blood 
and thus indirectly the secretion of 
milk. 

When any one of these hormones is 
deficient, milk secretion will be re- 
duced a certain amount. Some cows 
might be much better producers if the 
inheritance of one gland could be im- 
proved. Work is now being started 
to provide methods by which the 
deficiencies which are limiting the 
production of individual cows may 


be learned. If it could be shown that 
the daughters of a certain sire were 
strong for a glandular deficiency in 
other cows, it might be possible 
by such a mating to greatly im- 
prove certain strains or families of 
cattle. 

From the developments in the field 
of endocrinology as related to dairy 
cattle and milk production, it is 
probable that in the future more at- 
tention will be given to glands of 
internal secretion and the production 
of hormones than to external indica- 
tions of production in the selection of 
cattle.

piratory tract. There is much evi- 
dence that shortage of vitamin A in- 
creases susceptibility to respiratory 
diseases. Deficiency of this nutrient 
causes defective enamel of the teeth. 
Physicians are agreed that a liberal 
vitamin A consumption is very im- 
portant for the preservation of health, 
and that many persons are not sufh- 
ciently supplied with this food es- 
sential because they do not choose 
their foods wisely. 

Vitamin B,, now generally called 
thiamin, is of peculiar importance 
since it is not abundant in many of 
our most common foods. In Oriental 
countries deficiency of thiamin is a 
major health problem. In America, 
numerous people fail to eat enough 
of the thiamin-rich foods. 

There are three outstanding effects 
of thiamin, or vitamin B, deficiency. 
These are loss of appetite, impaired 
intestinal function, and neuritis. 
Physicians are finding many patients 
who are relieved of neuritis on treat- 
ment with thiamin. These would 
never have had neuritis had they 
eaten the right kinds of foods. 

The nursing mother requires four 
or five times as much thiamin as 
does the person with no additional 
burden to meet, such as providing 
milk for a baby. The whole grain 
cereals, leafy vegetables, egg yolks, 
yeast, wheat germ, and liver and 
kidney, are our richest foods in 
thiamin. 

Ascorbic acid, or vitamin C, is an- 
other essential food principle which 
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many people take in insufficient 
amount. 

When one takes too little fruit and 
uncooked vegetable foods, the re- 
sults are a low reserve of ascorbic 
acid. When this occurs, the smallest 
of the blood-vessels, the capillaries, 
ate weakened. Also, it has been 
found that when the body is low in 
ascorbic acid it is more prone to in- 
jury by bacterial poisons which re- 
sult from various infections. A more 
liberal consumption of raw fruits and 
vegetables, and of commercially canned 
foods, is an effective measure for safe- 
guarding the body against the effects 
of the common infectious diseases to 
which we are all liable. 

The most sensitive structure in the 
body to ascorbic acid deficiency is the 
pulp cavity which nourishes the 
teeth. Since diseased teeth are a 
menace to health and are extremely 
common, the outstanding importance 
of keeping the body well stocked 
with this vitamin will be easily seen. 
The health of the gums, and of the 
mouth generally, is greatly depend- 
ent on this food factor. 

Ascorbic acid is in some way closely 
associated with the utilization of 
iron. It has been found that persons 
deficient in iron and in ascorbic acid 
do not respond with blood improve- 
ment when iron tonics are given, but 
do so rapidly when the iron is taken 
along with fresh fruits and raw vege- 
tables. Deficiency of ascorbid acid, 
therefore, may be the cause of anemia 
in certain individuals. 

Vitamin D is perhaps of the ‘first 
importance in the health of the in- 
fant and child, since when it is inade- 
quately supplied, bone growth is im- 
paired. It is also equally important 
for the development of good teeth 
and their preservation against decay. 
This fact is now so well known that 
physicians universally insist that ev- 
ery baby and child be given cod liver 
oil, halibut liver oil, or other vitamin 
D preparation. It is of just as great 
importance to the pregnant and nurs- 
ing mother as to the child. Many 
women are still not careful about 
taking enough of it. 

None of the Protective Foods pro- 
vide enough vitamin D, however, and 
this must be secured by special means. 
The medical profession and the health 
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officials now ate recommending that 
milk be fortified with vitamin D, and 
vitamin D milks are now available 
in all cities. They should be more 
widely used than they now are. 

Great emphasis should also be 
placed upon fresh fruits and raw 
vegetables because of their ascorbic 
acid value. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
planning of an optimal diet is a very 
simple matter for the mother of the 
family. Each member should have, 
daily, a quart of milk or its equiva- 
lent in dairy products such as butter, 
cheese, cream, etc.; two salads; two 
servings of cooked leafy vegetables; 
one serving of meat, fish or poultry; 
at least four eggs a week, and some 
fresh fruit or fruit juice. 

After these are eaten the remainder 
of the diet may consist of anything 
one likes. Twenty years ago I coined 
the slogan: Eat what you want after 
you have eaten what you should.

tests shall include such cows as may be 
designated by Tue American GUERNSEY 
Cattie Crus. 

Q. What responsibility has the owner concern- 
ing accommodation of the supervisors? 

A. The owner of the animal or animals tested 
must meet, convey, and care for the super- 
visor after his arrival at the railroad station 
and after the test is finished must either re- 
turn him to the station or carry him to the 
farm where he is to conduct his next test. 
This rule applies to all tests made whether 
they be regular tests, retests or special tests. 

Reentry Tests 

Q. May acow make more than one record? 

A. Any cow in the Advanced Register may be 
reentered for another record and upon com- 
pletion such record will be published, using 
the original Advanced Register number as- 
signed the animal. 


Expunging Incorrect Records 


Q. May the Executive Committee at their dis- 
cretion hold for investigation, or refuse to 
grant a certificate for any record? 

A. Any incorrect entry may be expunged from 
the manuscript of the Advanced Register, 
and the certificate revoked by the Execu- 
tive Committee upon evidence of its incor- 
rectness. The Committee may also expunge 
any such entry that has been published, and 
revoke the certificate. In such cases the 
Executive Committee shall cause to be 
published in the next following volume of 
the Advanced Register, the revocation of 
such certificates. 

Certificates of Entry for Cows 

Q. Is an Advanced Register certificate issued 
when a cow qualifies for entry in the Ad- 
vanced Register ? 

A. Yes, and in case of a reentry another cer- 
tificate of the same Advanced Register num- 


ber is issued.
